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illegally expell'd the Unjverſity of Oxford, and thereby 
depriv'd of his Fellowſhip in Lincoln College in the late 
Times, would, upon his reſtitution to the Univerſity, 
bave been immediately invited to return to his College. Or, if 
*were too much to expeft Thar, yet one might in reaſon have 
thought, that none of the College wonld have oppor#'d his re- 
eurning to it : eſpecially conſidering, that even thoſe, who for- 
merly were. his Accufers, are now in their Opinions come over 
to him ; or at leaft have ated by thoſe very Principles, which 


they accus'd him of maintaining. Now methinks they ſhould 


in reafon do one of theſe ewo things; Either ſti] rejze@ his/ Prin- 

ciples, or receive Him. For not to admit him, when they have 

admitted his Principles, is as much againft the Rules'of good 

Logick, as 'tis, when they have granted the Premiſes, to 

the Concluſion. The Reverend Dr. Iron/ide,” late Vice-Chan 

lor of Oxford, ( now Lord Biſhop of Briffo/ ) reſtor'd him to the

Univerſity above ſix Months ago ; and why the ReQor and Fel- 
lows of-Lincoln College bave.not yet readmitted him to his Fel- 
lowſhip, I believe they can no more tell, than Dr. Z. can, why 
he expell'd him the Univerſity. I'm ſure he ought to be-readmit- 
red5"-and ſince-the College cannot, yet+be *brought"to do him 


' right; (though 1 doubt nor but. in time they will) ll endeavour 


to do him what right I can by Printing his Caſe, and telling the 
World how he was wrong'd. 

Mr. P. was a Maſter of Arts, and Fellow of Lincoln College in 
Oxford : the Fellowſhip he had there, is limited to the County of 
Oxford ;, ſo that none, but an Oxfordſhire'Scholar., is capable of 
it. And there is this further to be obſerv'd concerning it, That 
the Biſhop of Lincoln, for the time being, (who is Viſitor of that 
College): has a peculiar right of nomination to it, whenever it is 
vacant. And accordingly he, being an Oxfordſhire Scholar, was 
naninated to this Fellowſhip by-Biſhop Fuller, mthe Year” 167 4; 
and admitted to it by the ReCtor and Fellows of the College. 

There he liv'd comfortably for nine'years; and being a Tutor, 
had for ſome years above twenty young Schloars (at a time) under 
his care; inſomuch, that by his Fellowſhip, ang advantage of Pu- 


'Pils, he had a yearly Income of 120 /. and there, it is thought, he 


might have liv'd to this day , had he-not had ſo many Pupils. 
*T was the taking of Pupils that chiefly induc'd him-to ſtay in that 
College ſo long, (the Fellowſhip alone being hardly ſufficient to 
maintain him there; ). and *cwas, perhaps, the taking of too ma- 
ny,\that moy'd ſome of the Fellows to drive him from. thence-:. 
(lay, fome of the Fellows, for.no more than four out of twelve 
were his Accuſers: ) This probably was his greateſt fault ; a faulc, 
which he was never careful tro mend, nor they willing to forgive. 

But.they pretended a more ſpecious cauſe for their violent. Pro+, 


{gution of him: they gave it our, That he was a diſloyal Man, 
© and difaffeded-to the Government :. and indeed, it to-have other, 


notions of the- Government, than they. had,. were to be diſtayal, 
ic maſt be own'd Mr. 'P. was ſo: for he was willing to think and. 
ſpeak of: the Government as the Lawyers, taught him, who, he. 


heliey'd, beſt underſtood. it ; but they. were. ſo, wiſe as to correch 


the: Law by their Miſtakes in. Divinity. Lhey thou ut che King. 
va Abſolut; ths, was of anpther oginuan. , hey ſaid, The Legi/5 
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lative Power was lodg*d falelyim the! King; -he believ'd it was not: 
They were againſt the 'Rill-of Exchufion, be: was for. it, 'They were 
fer Dr.:Hick's Paſſive Obedience, he was for Mr. Johnſon's.» Now 
a- difference between him and them about ſuch Points as theſe, 
one may eaſily gueſs, would: cauſe frequent Diſputations and 
Quarrels; and. a gictle ill Nature prompts -men-to; undo thoſe 
whom they quarrel with, provided.they-bave opportunity. 


: And Mg. F's Adverſaries bad as fair an opportunity for undoing . 


of him; as: their hearts could wiſh. For, mark the time whea 
they began to complain of him: it was in the Year 1683, at that 
very time, When the Earl of Eſex, Lord Refſel, Collonel Sidney, 


and other Gentlemen of Eminent Note, were ſeiz'd on, and fens- 
to the Tewer for their. zeal in oppoſing. Popery, and Arburaty. 


Power: it was then, -when the. Nation-was in a greet ferment ; . 


when mens Paſſions were high, and made-a great noiſe, . ſo that 
Reaſon could not te-heard.: This was a lucky time. for Infor- 
mers,. and of this Mr. P's Adverſaries took the advantage. 
Having got ſo fair an opportunity for oppreſling him, they firſt 
apply/d;themſelves to the Reverend Dr. Marſhal , Rector of the 
College, and fiiPd his Ears with Complaints againſt him. The

The ReQor hereypon thovght-fit to appoint a Meeting of.the - 


Society,about the end of Fuly 1683, for the hearing of theix Come 


plaints againſt'Mr. P;, and: gavebirfj notice of it- lt fell out un- - 
luckily. for bim, that many of the Fellaws; (and:thoſe too of belt - 
note) were then abſent from-the-College; (ay:i8 uſual inthe Long, - 


Vagation) who; hed they: been-these; it is likely would have: ads 
vis'd his>Adverfſacies| to let the matter-fall,! and.to ſarbear-proſes 
cuting.one of their Felle'a-members... ” ——_ | 
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'A Meeting then there was of the Society at the time appointed ; 


.and Mr.-P's Adverfaries having drawn up their Charge againſt 


him, were pleas'd to read it to him. He perceiving that ſome 
things laid to his Charge were not material, had they been true; 
that fome were very falſe ; and that others wanted only a fair In- 
terpretation to make them paſs ; defir'd a Copy of their Accuſa- 
tion, and promis'd within a day or two to give them his Anſwer 


"co it in writing. - The ReQor likewiſe requeſted the fame in his 


behalf ; but neither of 'them could prevail. The' Recor per. 
ceiving that he could not gain any thing of them that was fair, 


and refolving not to comply with them in any thing that -was 


jopl, nor to paſs an unjuſt cenſure upon him ( which they 
preig'd him to do ) ditfoly'd the Meeting. | 

Finding now that they could not work on the Reftor, nor gain 

his concurrence for oppreſling of 'Mr. P. they applied themſelves 
to Dr. H. a Provice-Chancellor, and complain'd that Mr. P. had 
in their Company (ſome Months before) maintain'd ſeveral falſe 
and dangerous Propoſitions. ; 
. Hereupon the Doctor fent for bim, Auguft the 20th, and told 
him, That ſome of the Fellows of Lincoln College had made coni- 
plaints againſt him. He defired to know who were his Accuſers, 
and what they laid to his Charge, and to have a Copy of their 
Accuſation, and promis'd his Anſwer to it. The Door ſaid, 
*Twas fit he ſhould know his Accuſers, and have's Copy of their 
Accuſation, and promis'd him both. And it muſt be own'd, that 
this 'was fair dealing in the Door ; but tho he was fo fair as to 
make this promiſe, yet he was not ſo juſt as to keep ir. 

Anguſft the 24th, the Doctor ſent for. him again, and tho he 
would neither let him know who were his Accuſers, nor what 
they laid ro his Charge; yet he requir'd him forthwith to give 
Bail of 2000 ]. for his good Behaviour, and Appearance at the 
next Aſſizes, which were to begin at Oxford on the 3d of Septems- . 
ber following. Po. 

I will not here blame the Doftor for denying Mr. P. a Copy of 
his Accuſation, nor yet for exafting ſo extravagant a Bail; be-

cauſe how unreaſonable ſoever theſe things may ſeem, -yet they 


were agreeable ro rhoſe times, and herein he did but write after 
the many ill Copies that were ſet him by others. But I can hard- 
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ly forbear complaining of him for this one thing, ( becauſe bere+ 
in I think he followed no example) that, when McyP. had named 
for his Bail two Schplars, Mr. B. and Mr. K. both Maſters of 
Arts, and Fellows of Colleges, and of as good note as any in 
the Univerſity, che refus'd them both, and yet would give. no 
reaſon for his refuſing of them. It ſeem'd ſomewhat hard to 
Mr. P. that twa of his own Bady, the Univerſity, ſhould be re- 
fus'd, and that without any reaſon given; and that he ſhould 
ftill be forced to name others. But this, how hard ſoever it was, 
he was forc'd to comply with, and to try again if he could hit 
the Dattor's humour in naming two-others; which he had the 
good luck to-do: For gueſſing , that no Scholars would paſg 
with him, he nam'd two of the Town, Mr, P. and Mr. C. who 
were accepted for his Bail ; and he was diſits'd, baving . been 
kept Priſoner by the Doctor. ſeveral hours, till his Sureties came 
to releaſe bim. < | 

At the next Ox/ard. Aſizes, begun September the . 34. 1682, 
Mr, Philip Burton came to Oxford, and exhibited an Indictment 
againſt Mr. P. for maintaining the Propoſitions following (which 
L here preſent the Reader wich, together with ſome remarks on . 
each of them), : .

Mr. P. denies, that he ever affirm'd any fuch general Propofi- 
tion. And I can't but obſerve, that I have heard Dr. Matſbal}, 
who was then Reftor of Lincelu College, more tharr once affirm, 
That at that Meeting held in the Eollege about the end of Fuly, 
( which I ſpake of vefore)) and held on purpoſe for hearing of 
Complaints againſt Mr. P. there was not the leaſt-mention made 


- of this Propoſition. And Mr. P. dares affirm upon Oath, Thar he 


heard nothing of it 'at that Meeting ; and therefore tis likely 
they bad nor thovght of this to objeCt againſt” 'him ar that time, 
it being not probable they would haye concealed ir, had they 
Known any thing of u. Nor-is'it a” hard matter to gueſs how 
they cathe by ir; for one may ſee it word for word, among the 
twenty-ſeven Propoſitions that the Univerſity of Oxford condem- 
ned ofithe 2 1ſt of Faly 1687: it being indeed a part of the ſecond 
Propoſition in the Decree of that Univerſity; And *is' likely, 
that Mr. P. had never been accus'd, for maintaining this Propoſi- 
tion, if that Univerfity had not firſt condemned ir. I chiok, I 
am not bound to ſpeak my thoughts concerning this Propoſition; 
but however, out of meer love to Truth, 1 wifl ſay thus mach, 
That in. ſome Conſtitutions of Government, and in ſome Caſes, 
I believe it is true, 5f the Prince not only does not perfornf his. duty, 
but atts alſo exorbitantly to the contrary.

Something ſuppos'd, and 
that is, a conſent of the King, Lords, and Commons, That 
the King ſhould be for ever laid aſide, fo that there ſhould 
never more be a King of Ermgland for the future ; which is 
a very wild ſuppoſition , it being not in 'the leaſt probable 
that ever*#the thing ſuppoſed ſhould happen.

Guiley ; and his Trial was put off till the following Aſſizes, that 
is, til] the following Lent.

Dr. H.. it. feems thought it a point of Loyalty to obey Orders ; 
but I: can tell-him of as Loyal perſons as he.is, who would nor 
have thopght ſo. What does he think of the Seven Biſhops that 
were ſent to the Tower? Were they for obeying Orders ? What 
thinks he of the Lord:Biſhop of London's behavianr-in Dr. Sherp's 
Caſe? Was not his Lordſhip bid to-ſuſpend that:Reverend per- 
ſon? and did his ſhip do as he 'was bid ? Did not bis Lard- 
ſhip chuſe rather to be Suſpended himſelf, than to: Suſpend a 
Dean of the Church in an illegal-manner? True Loyalty-al- 
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'ways keeps pace with Juſtice, but never outruns it; nor is it to 
be thought Loyalty to undo a Fellow-Subyect at the command: of

provided he had kept his due diftance frofpy the forbidden Place. 
But the Door did-not think fit to do his work by, halves. -- And 
therefore having unjuſtly expelPd Mr. P. the Univerſity, and ftripe 
him of all that be had, and made him: poor, and bare, and na-- 
ked, he took effeCtual care to keep him ſo; he ſtill kept him un- 
der the laſh of the Indiftment, and forc'd him to attend ſeveral 
Aſſizes at Oxford ; not-that he ever intended that Mrs, P. ſhould 
be brought to his Trial ; (for be well knew, that the trying of one 
at the Aſſizes, whom he had condemn'd without a Trial, would 
not be much for his Credit) but this he did partly to expoſe him 
more and more, and ſhew him as a Criminal to his Coun- 
try every half year; partly to put him to great Expence and 
Charges, that thereby he. might the fooner 'conſume that little 
Treaſure he had laid up ; bur chiefly co hinder him from getting 
any other Preferment; rightly concluding,” That none would 
venture to prefer one who was under an Inditment for High Mif- 
demeanor. 

And after all this, when: the Dactor was even aſhamed to give - 
him any more trouble, and-put him te.any furtber Charge in at- 
tending the Aſſizes at Oxford; Matters were ſa manag'd (whether 
by Dr. H. or by. Mr. Burton, 1 will:not ſay ). that the Indictment 
was remov'd by Certiorar: to the King*s-Beneb. And there Mr. P. 
appear'd before Chief Juſtice: Fefferies, who: having treated bing - 
as he usd to do others, and paſs'd on him thoſe uſual Comple- 
ments that were wont to-flow from his foul Tongue, turn'd him 
over ito Mr. Burton, with whom Mr. P. was to make his peace as 
we!ll-as he could. But though he could eaſily gyeſs at what rate

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wncapable of” fayin in bus College, and enjoying the Profits of bas Fel- 
lewſhip there ; an that Reaſon now cea'd ; and therefore be boy's, 
there being wo Reafon' to keep him out of bus Fellowſbip any longer, he 
ſhould forthwith be reſtor*d to it. He therefore humbly begg'd bis Lord- 
ſhip, who had ntominited another to his Place, to make woid that his 
Nomination, or rather'to declare it woid, (it being reelly void and 
will in the Conflrut#iow/ of the Law; ) and thereby ro make way for 
bji return to bis Fellowſkip i Lincoln College. 

And afterwards, Fuly the 16:b, he wrote a Letter to his Lord- 
ſhips then at Buckden ; part of which I here. preſent the Reader 
with, and that in his words;

'Ie muſt be own'd by me, that the Rector and ellows of Lincoln 
College have made 1:1me Objettions againſt MrgP's reſtitution to 
his Fellowſhip; and it can't be deny'd by them), but every one of 
their Obje(tions has had an Aniwer from him, though in my judg- 


ment ſome of them needed not any, _'I hey.may print their Ob-, 
jeftions, if they liſt , .and bis Anſwers.toqg if they believe them 


ſuch-as will ſerve to ſer - tf their bjeCionps: with advantage ;; but [ 


have no. room for Gbjeftions ard Anſwers in this Paper. Haw- 
ever, to give the Reader a taſte of their Objetions, I-will men- 
tion one of them, and *tis their great Objection in the Opinion of 
the Viſicor , that is, *tis the greateſt they bave. The great Obje- 
Gien (lays his Lordſhip in a Leiter, direted to a' Gentleman-in 
London) that they have againſt Mr. P's; Reſtitution, is, That be neither 
had, mor ever asked leave to be abſcnt from College, which is Expulywyon 
by their Statutes. And: then his Lordſhip ſays how he had anſwer'd 
it :. To this 1 told the Rector in a Letier, That Mr. P. was expelPd 
from the Univer ſity ,, and not to come within five miles of. it , and 
therefore could not come'to the Cullege to a:k leave tobe abſent. One 
would think thar an expelled merrſhould; rather have asked leave 
to ſiay in the College, than bave begg'd leave 'to go away. Sure 
they- were very hard pur to it for ObjeCtions againſt Mr. P's Re- 
ſtitation, ,when ſuch. as.theſe were ſent irom Oxford to Buckden.

the 21/, 1683. he ſays, That it-was ſubſcrib*d by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor, other Profeſſors, and the whole Convocation, What the Vice- 
Chancellor and other Profeliors did, I cannot tell; -but Pm 
ſure, ſo far is it from being true, that ir was ſubſcrib'd by the 
whole Convocation, that it was never ſo much as offer'd to the 
whole Convocation for their ſubſcription, But the Caſe was plaioly 
this; 75e-D. of Gloceſter, as this Author ſays, (and who elſe, or 
whether any elſe, I know not) drew up a Decree, in which ſeveral Pro- 
poſitions were condemned as falſe, ſeditions, and impiousz and ſeveral 
Books quoted, in which it was ſaid the Propoſitions condemned were 
contain'd : but none of the Cenwocation beſides the Perſon or Perſons 
concern'd in drawing np the Decree, bad any time given to examine 
the truth either of the Propoſitions, or of the Quotations. But the Pa- 
per drawn up was read in the Conveication huſe , and "twas imme- 
diately put ro the Vote , whether it ſhould paſs, or no; the Zealous 
Men cry'd out, Placet; and others thought not fit to make oppoſition : 
and ſo cut they came from the Convocation, and preſently a #s being 
kindled in the Court of the Schools, the naughty Books were burnt by 
the hand of the Marſhal. 

And now having abus'd a Convocation of DoCttors, and Ma- 
ſters, he ſingles ont Mr. P. and falls foul upon him. And pur- 
ſuant to this Decree, Parkinſon,s Fellow of Lincoln College, for main- 
taining, That the right and foundation of. all Power was in the Peo- 
ple > That Kings are accountable for their Male-adminiflirati n, &:. 
And particularly, That King Charles the Firft was juſtly put to des'b 
for. making war upon bas Subjetts , was, Ann.1

In the firſt place, He is miſtaken as to the time of Mr. P's Ex- 
pulſion (which is not ſeemly in one that pretends to do the Office 
of an Hiſtorian) for he was not expell'd in 1684. (as this Author 
ſays) but in 1683. But this Miſtake | eaſily forgive, becauſe, I 
believe it was againſt bis will ; and will only defire the Reader 
from hence to obſerve, how little this Hiſtorian underſtood 7s 
Caſe, and how unfic he was to repreſent it. 

But he is guilty of a far worſe Miſtake, in aſſigning the Cauſe 
of the Expulſion 3 and this, I doubt, was a wiliul Miſtake, and 
therefore j1ltly deſcryes blame.

But as for the 
Three Propoſitions that he has mention'd, I do aver it is fo far 
from being true, that P. was Expell'd for all, or any of them, 
that it was never ſo much as objeCted, or laid to his Charge, Thar 
he had maintain'd any one of them : And I challenge this Au- | 
thor, whoever he is, to produce any Authority for what he has 
with ſo much confidence afſerted.

I know well 
enough what Anſwer he will give: He will ſay, That an IndiQ-- 
ment was exhibited againſt P. That the Grand-Jury had found 
the Bill ; That he from thence concluded that P- was guilty ;
